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Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not directed to the 
presently claimed invention. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

Claims 117-123, 126, 128-130, and 132-135 are objected to because of the 
following informalities: 

With regard to claim 117-121, 123, 126, 128, 130, 133, and 135, improper 
alternative language is used that does not comply with the provisions of MPEP 
2173.05(h). For example, on the last line of claim 117, the "and" should be "or" to be 
proper; see MPEP 2173.05(h) that is incorporated herein by reference. Claims 118- 
121, 123, 126, 128, 130, 133, and 135 each has the same or a similar informality as 
claim 117. 

With regard to claims 122 and 129, line 2 of each, the word "disposed" does not 
appear to be proper and would be better written as —disposable---. 

With regard to claim 132, the language "structure holding" is not clear and would 
be better understood if changed to —structure for holding—. 

With regard to claim 134, lines 8-10, the claim language is grammatically 
awkward because "against" is not clearly associated with some structure. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 116-121 and 123-132 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hillstead (US 4,921,484) in view of Narciso, Jr. (US 5,419,760) or 
Hess (US 5,41 1 ,466) or Gillis (US 5,222,969). Hillstead discloses a combination of a 
plaque removing instrument and suggest the use of a stent to line the treated area but 
does not clearly disclose a stent or liner for the treated area; see the figures, column 1 , 
lines 5-14 and column 5, lines 35-37. However, Narciso (see Figure 3, column 4, lines 
6-9, and column 3, lines 53-62), Hess (see column 3, lines 15-40) and Gillis (see the 
abstract) all independently teach that is was known to put a liner, such as a stent, over 
an area where plaque as been removed. Therefore, it is the Examiner's position that it 
would have been considered prima facie obvious to put a liner over the treated area of 
Hillstead for the same reasons that Hillstead and the secondary references suggest 
doing the same or in order to prevent restenosis. 

Claims 122 and 133-136 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hillstead, Narciso, Hess, and Gillis as applied to claims 116-121 and 
123-132 above, and further in view of Lee (US 5,123,917). Hillstead fails to disclose 
putting a stent within a continuous lining as claimed. However, Lee teaches that it was 
known to do so; see the abstract and figures. Therefore, it is the Examiner's position 
that it would have been obvious to use a graft with the stent of Hillstead as modified by 
Narciso, Hess, or Gillis for the same reasons that Lee uses the same or to better 
prevent restenosis by blocking intima regrowth into the vessel. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 16-135 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
